man ſo well deviſed, or ſo ture eftablithed, 
which in continuance of time hath not 
been corrupted , as (among other things) 
eit ray plainly appear by the Common 
prayers in the church, commonly called Divine ſervice, 
The firſt originall and ground whereof, if a man would 
ſearch out by the ancient Fathers, he thall finde that the 3 
ſame was not ordained, but of a good purpoſe, and for 2 * 
great advancement of ęodlineſſe. For they ſo ordered - 
the matter, that all the whole Bible or the greateſt part 
thereof ſhould be read over once every yeer, intending 
thereby that the Clergie, and ſpecially ſuch as were mi- 
niſters of the congregation , ſhould by often readin; 
and meditation of Gods word, be ſtirred up to godl:. 
neſſe themſclves, and be more able toexhort others by 
wholeſom dcctrine, and to confute them that wer: : 
adverſaries to the tnith. And farther, that the people by 
dayly hearing of holy ſcripture read in the church, 
ſhould continually profit more and more in the knou- - 
ledge of Cod, and be more inflamed with the love of his? 
true religion. But theſe many yeers paſſed , this ody 
and decent order of the ancient fathers hath been ſo al 
tered, broken, and neglecteed, by planting in uncertain 
ftories, legends, reſpords, verſes, vain 1epetitions, com. 
memorations and ſynodals, that commonly when an 
book of the bible was begun, before three or four cha- 
ters were read out. all the reſt were unread, And in thi ? 
ſort, the book of Eſay,was begun in Advent, and tl: + 
book of Geneſis in Septuageſima: but they ay + 
ev!

begun, and never read thorow. After like fort were o. 
ther books of holy ſcripture uſed. And moreover, where- 
as S. Paul would have ſuch language ſpoken to the 

ople in the church , as they might underſtand, and 
hag profit by heating the (ame : the Service in this 
church of England (theſe many yerrs hath been read in 
L atine to the people, which they underſtand not: fo that 
they have heard with their cars onely, and their heart, 
ſpirit and minde hare not been edified thereby. 

And furthermore , notwithſtanding that the ancient 
fathers have divided the pſalms into ſeven portion 
hereof every one was called a Nofurne : now of late 
ume a few of them have been daily ſaid , and oft ro- 
peated, and the reſt utterly omitted. 

Moreover, the number and hardneſle of the rulers cal- 
led the Pye, and the manifold changings of the Service, 
. Was the cauſe, that to turn the — onely, was ſo hard 
and intricate a matter, that many times there was more 
duſineſſe to finde out what ſnould be read, then to read 
it when it was found out. Theſe inconveniences there- 
ſore conſidered here is ſet forth ſuch an order u hereby 
the ſame ſhall be redreſſed And for a readineſſe in this 
matter, here is dran out a Kalender for that purpoſe, 
which is plain and eaſie to be unde;ſtood , wherein - fo 
much as may be) the reading of h-ly ſcripture is ſo ſet 
forth, that all things ſhall be done in order, without 
breaking ore piece from another For this cauſe be 
cut off anthemes reſronds, invitatories, and ſuch like 
things as did break the continuall courſe of the reading 
of the ſcripture. Yet, bec uſe there is no remedy,but that 
of neceſtity there muſt be ſome rules, therefore certain 
rules are here ſet forih, which as they be few in number, 
lo they be plain and eaſe to be unde ſtood.

It is more profitable, becauſe kere are left out mah 
nungs, whereor ſoine be untrue, forme uncertain, n.

or that which is evidently grounded upon the tame, 
and that in ſuch a language and order, as is moſt eaſic 
and plain for the underſtanding both ot the readers ang 
heaters. It isatſo more commodious, both for the ſhort- 
neſſe thereof, and for the plainneſſe of the order, and io! 
that the rules be few and eaſie. Furthermore by this or- 
der the curates ſhal need none other books for their pub- 
like Service. but this book and the Bible. Ey the mean: 
hereof the people ſhall not be at ſo great charges fo. 
books, as in times paſt they hart been. And where here = 
tofore hath been great diverſity in la. ing and firging it 
churches within this realm, ſome following Salisbury 
uſe, ſome Hereford uſe , and ſome the uſe of Bangor, 
lome of York. ſome of Lincolne : now from hence- 
forth all the whole realm ſh all have but one uſe. And i⸗ 
any will judge this wav more painfull, becauſe that alt 
things muſt be read upon the book, whereas before hy 
the reaſon of ſo often repetition. they could fay many 
things by heart. if thoſe men will weigh their labou:

Which cuſtom now 
being grown out of uſe , { although it cannot 
for many conſiderations be wel teſtored again) 
it is thought good to toJlow the tame as ncer 
as conveniently maybe. Wherefore the people 
are to be admoniſhed, that it is molt conve- 
nient that baptiſme ſhould not be adminiſtred 
but upon ſundaies and other holy daies, 
when the moſt number ot people may come 
50. 
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The miniſtration 
together, as well for that the congregation 
chere p:elent may teſtifie the feceiv ing otthem 
that be newly baptized inte the number ot 
Chritts church, as alſo becauſe in the baptitive 
f infants, every wan pteſent may be put in 
remembrance of his own proteliion made to 
God in his baptiſme.
